PREFACE 

I was  happy  to  take  up  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
to  New  Quay  Urban  District  Council  during  the  last  quarter  of  1966. 

I now  take  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  1966. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  twelve, 
representing  an  increase  of  four  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 
As  in  19^5,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  registered 
still  births  and  no  infants  died  before  the  first  birthday.  No 
woman  died  as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty  five,  an  increase 
of  six  over  the  figure  for  1965.  Eight  people  died  of  heart  disease, 
six  of  ' stroke ' and  four  died  of  o3.ncer. 

The  only  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the  year 
were  seven  cases  of  measles.  One  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was 
notified  during  the  year,  and  no  one  died  of  the  disease  in  either 
year. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  die  Public  Health 
Department,  including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 
will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
on  31  December  1966. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water 
supply  for  the  whole  of  the  district.  The  supply  of  water  was 
plentiful  throughout  the  year  and  the  samples  taken  for  bacter- 
iological examination  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Chemical  samples  taken  in  the  past  and  analysed  by  the  Public 
Analyst  at  Carmarthen  showed  the  water  to  be  of  good  quality  and 
suitable  for  drinking  and  all  domestic  purposes. 

The  whole  of  the  district  comprising  approximately  468  dwelling 
houses  and  a population  of  approximately  900  is  supplied  from  the 
mains . 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 


DRAINAGE  AM)  SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  system  has  functioned  quite  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  a settling 
tank  on  the  Dolau  Beach  and  the  resultant  effluent  is  discharged 
into  the  sea. 

No  complaints  nor  evidence  of  pollution  were  recorded  during 
the  year. 

It  should  be  appreciated  that  the  sewerage  system,  which  was 
designed  for  the  town  many  years  ago,  cannot  be  expected  to  cope 
with  the  demands  placed  on  it  under  present  conditions,  particularly 
during  the  holiday  season.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  employees  and  this  service 
covers  the  whole  area  of  the  Urban  District. 

Refuse  disposal  takes  place  at  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Council's 
refuse  tip  at  Rhydeinion,  which  is  four  to  five  miles  from  New  Quay. 

The  covering  and  control  of  the  tip  is  carried  out  by  the  Rural  District 
C ouncil . 

It  i*  still  the  practice  of  a number  of  householders  to  use  a 
various  assortment  of  receptacles  for  the  storage  of  refuse.  The  use 
of  the  standard  dustbin  with  a close  fitting  lid  is  very  much  desired. 


Litter  remains  a problem  within  the  area.  Again  this  year  people 
were  injured  because  glass  had  been  left  on  the  beach  and  in  other 
public  places.  The  public  apparently  does  not  appreciate  the  fact 
that  this  can  cause  injury. 

More  should  be  done  to  try  to  make  the  public  "litter  conscious" 
and  the  provision  of  ample  and  more  attractive  litter  bins  might  help 
towards  this  end.

The  caravan  sites  are  fairly  well  maintained.  Two  of  the  sites 
are  self  contained  in  that  shops  and  licensed  clubs  are  available 
to  the  caravan-dwellers  on  the  site  concerned. 

The  caravan  population  at  the  height  of  the  season  is  approximately 
1,900,  but  taking  into  account  sites  which  are  within  a mile  radius  of 
New  Quay,  approximately  another  500  caravan  pitches  are  to  be  found  giving 
a grand  total  population  of  around  4,000.  Many  of  these  caravan-dwellers 
leave  their  pitches  to  visit  New  Quay  and  cause  the  public  services  to  be 
extended  to  their  utmost  capacity.

Resuscitator . The  local  General  Practitioners  have  continually 
indicated  that  they  would  be  pleased  to  train  interested  persons  to 
use  the  apparatus. 

In  an  emergency  this  can  be  a valuable  item  of  equipment  in 
trained  hands.  The  point  is,  of  course,  that  v.hen  the  equipment  is 
required  it  is  imperative  that  it  is  brought  into  use  as  quickly  as 
possible;  thus  the  advantage  of  having  as  many  people  as  possible 
trained  to  use  the  equipment,  can  readily  be  appreciated.
